Two scrubwomen employed in the Title 
Guaranty building, Seventh and Chest- 


nut streets, were waiting for a Broad- 
way car at Chestnut street about 10 
o'clock Thursday morning when a well- 
dressed man approached and asked them 
where they had obtained the street car 
transfers they held in their hands. 

“Friends gave them to us, ’”* said the 
astonished women. 

The man then called Patrolman 
Wardle, introduced himself as Bruce 
Cameron, superintendent of transporta- 
tion for the United Railways Co., and 
requested the arrest of the women. 

At Central District Police Station the 
women said they were Mrs. Rose Wil- 
helm, 40 years old, of 1515 South Tenth 
street and Katherine Lutz, 3%, of 221 
Lafayette avenue. They tearfully plead- 
ed for tneir release. 

Cameron explained to Capt. Schwartz 
that the railways company recently had 
unearthed a system by which men em- 
ployed in downtown buildings asked for 
transfers on their ride to work in the 
mornings and then gave the transfers 
to scrubwomen and others to use as 
carfare in going to their homes. 

For instance, he explained, a man 
ecming downtown on an Olive car 
would ask for a transfer to the Broad- 
way line and then give the slip to some 
person living in the neighborhood of 
the Broadway line, thus saving the lat- 
ter a nickel and cheating the company 
to that extent. 

Cameron said he was not desirous of 
making an example of the two scrub- 
women, but that the practice had as- 
sumed such proportions that the com- 


‘pany wanted it checked and was willing 


te prosecute offenders. 

The womén told Capt. Schwart®# they 
cid.not think they were doing .wrong. 
They argued the ftien who gavé them 
the slips were entitled to them by rea- 
son of having paid their fare.

William D. Walsh, 
Water Commissioner, 
Fulks, chief clerk in that office, 
their resignations, to Mayor Kreismann 
Thursday, following the resignation of 
Water Commissioner Ben C. Adkins. 


Walsh had been in the department 10 
years and Fulks 20 years. 

James Owens, who served as chauffeur 
for Water Commissioner Adkins, also 
tendered his resignation Thursday. His 
salary was $85 a month. 

Acting Water Commissioner Wall says 
that Owens’ action was voluntary. 
“There are two chauffeurs in the water 
department,’’ said Wall, ‘‘and it was 
believed that one is enough.’’ The city 
paid $5000 for the automobile placed at 
Adkins’ disposal. 

The three resignations were accepted. 
No explanations accompanied the resig- 
nations of Walsh and Fulks, but they 
said that their long friendship for Ad- 
kins and their loyalty to him,.prompted 
their action. 

Walsh’s salary was $175 a month. He 
was associated with Adkins in the Ben- 
wil Construction Co., which, so far as 
is known, never did any “—e for the 
city. 

Fulk’s salary was $13 a month and 
his duties were purely clerical. He was 
considered one of the oldest and most 
faithful employes of the department. 

Further Inquiry to Be Made. 

Mayor Kreismann Thursday intimated 
that there will be a further investiga- 
tion of the affairs of the City Water 
Department. in connection with pub- 
lished statements that one or more em- 
ployes there were interested in a com- 
pany which sold supplies to the depart- 
ment. 

“Tl was not aware tific’anyone in the 
department was personally interested in 
city contracts,’ he said. ‘‘There will be 
no further investigation of Atkins, but 
my interest in the Water Department 
has by no means ceased. 

‘“‘Adkins’ resignation was unexpected. 
If he had not resigned I would have or- 
dered an investigation of his conduct of 
his office. I do not know what precipi- 
tated his resignation untess it was that 
on last Saturday, after a conference 
with him, I demanded a second and full- 
er explanation of his action in submit- 
ting a voucher purporting to be for ex- 
tra work at 30 cents an hour, when in 
fact he intended to use the money to 
pay for concrete meter boxes, the pur- 
chase of which had not been authorized 
by the Comptroller.’’ 

Resignation Is Terse, 

The resignation of Ben C. Adkins as 
Water Commissioner, submitted to the 
Mayor Wednesday night, laconically 
read: 

“T herewith resign as Water Commis- 
sioner of St. Louis,’’ 


He refused to make a statement ex- 
plaining his action. Mayor Kreismann 
Thursday would not, go into details as 
to the controversy which led to the res- 
ignation, further than to say that the 
apparent irregularity in the vouchers 
for extra labor was discovere@ in the 
City Counselor’s office, while the city 
was collecting material for its defense 
in a suit brought against it by the City 
Construction Co. for $700 alleged to be 
due on a contract. This suit now is 
pending in the Circuit Court. 

The City Construction Co. also is 
suing the Modern Cement Products Co. 
in the Federal Court, alleging breach of 
contract, and is asking the ¢ourt to 
restrain the city from using meter 
boxes made by the Modern Cement 
Products Co. 

Mayor Kreismann has placed Assist- 
ant Water Commissioner E. E. Wall in 
temporary charge of the office. 

Adkins’ resignation followed an in- 
vestigation by Comptroller Taussig after 
it had been discovered that vouchers for 
labor were made out to cover the pur- 
chase of meter boxes. 

When Taussig took charge of the 
Ccmptroller’s office he found it had 
been a custom to permit the Water 
Commissioner to buy supplies 
emergency vouchers and that the city 
for several years had been purchas- 
ing concrete meter boxes, used to 
keep straet meters dry, at $10 each, 
from the City Construction Co. 

Voucher Is Held Up. 

He considered the price too high. 
when an emergency youcher calling for 
the payment of $6000 for 500 of the boxes 
reached him, a year ago, he refused to 
approve it.on the ground. that the price 
was excessive and that the contract 


was too large to be paid for through 
emergency vouchers. Since then Ad- 
kins and Taussig ane not. been on 
friendly terms. 

Adkins, when called to. te. Mayor's 
office Saturday, did not deny that he 
used a ruse to get money for meter 
boxes.

Townsend Was caught with 25 other 
men Jan. 6 in a raid by Sheriff Mul- 
connery in rooms over the saloon con- 
ducted by McIntyre & Johnson in East 
St. Townsend’s explanation of 
his presence there was that he went to 


see a friend and he denied that he was 
gambling. Because of this explanation 
Mayor Cook of East St. Louis, who had 
threatened to suspend Townsend, decid- 
ed to give him the benefit of fhe doubt 
and wait the result of court proceedings. 

Mayor Cook,’,a close personal and po- 
litical friend of Townsend, said when 
he was arrested, and again when he 
was indicted for gambling, ‘that, he 
would remove him from the Police 
Board if he were convicted. 

“I don’t consider an indictment suf- 
ficient ground to remove Townsend,” 
Mayor. Cook said a month ago. “It 
would be taking a snap judgment. But 
if he is convicted, he will lose his place 
as Police Commissioner.” 

Efforts to reach the Mayor after 
Townsend had pleaded guilty were un- 
availing Thursday morning. 

Townsend later in East St, Louis re- 
fused tO make a statement about his 
conviction for ‘gambling.

I will submit Judge Laugh- 
lin's offer at the meeting next Monday 
afternoon of representatives of the civic 
and commercial organizations, if I have 
it in writing by that time, 

“This makés four offers of sites we 
have had. All are desirable. It ought to 
arouse public enthusiasm. Judge Laugh- 
lin deserves a vote of thanks.” 

The committee has gathered statistics 
concerning the capitals of the various 
states and of many countries in 7. 
rope, with reference to population, com 
mercial advantages, geographic aes 
tion, and the reasons for their selection. 

One of the first references books that 
the committee used was the World Al- 
manac, récognized as a standard work. 
It mentioned Jefferson City only as the- 

capital of Missouri. It was not in the 
list of cities over 25,000 population, or 
even in the list of cities over 7008,

Are Protected, 


The Payne-Aldrich tariff is filled with 
@kers, little, innocent-looking clauses, 
.generally at the close of long, technical- 
‘ly worded paragraphs. Their work is 
»to multiply, by. two or three, the rates of 
duty clearly expressed in the beginning 
of the paragraphs, ard to do this with- 
- gut attracting too much attention, For 
example: 

_ Flannels for underwear (weighing over 
‘four ounces per square yard, and valued 
at more than 50 and not more than 70 
eents per pound), duty, 50 per cent and 
#4 cents per pound additional—the equiv- 
‘alent of the duty on four pounds of first- 
class wool. ‘ 

Translated this joker means 116.09 per 
cent duty on flannel underwear, or for 
_ $100 worth, a duty of $116.09. Such a rate 
of course, is not meant to produce reve- 
»nue for the United States Treasury. In 
1909 it produced only $4,686.66, 
_ + But it more than doubles the price of 
the American trust-made article, and 
the cheaper the grade of flannels, the 
higher the percentage of tax, and the 
‘Woolen Trust got the tax. 

This is how the ‘44 cents per pound 
‘additional’ works in the interest of 
‘monopoly. It does not require a tariff 
‘board's report to éliminate such jokers 
from the woolen tariff. An extra ses- 
sion of Congress can do it very oped 
‘and effectively.

One of my friends was 
telling me the other day that he had to 
keep the windows of his garage closed 
because the soot ruined. the robes.

Offers a New Plan. 


‘But the most important factor is the 
stoking. If these manufacturers will 
tell their stokers, ‘Your salary is now 
$50 a month. If there is any smoke this 
month it will be cut to $45. If there is 
none, it will be raised to $56’—then they 
will see how quickly the smoke evil can 
be abated. I tried that on the stoker 
in one of my plants, and he wanted me 
to make bets that nobody could tél] the 
plant was running. Nobody could. That 
was the way I stopped my share of the 
smoke nuisance. 

‘With proper stoking you can use soft 
coal] and have no smoke except a puff 
when the firing actually is done. But 
the only way to accomplish that is for 
the owners of the plants to take a hand 
in earnest. 

“lS was on the smoke committee of 
business men 18 or 20 years ago. I’ve 
forgotten what organization it was 
associated with, _For, | three years we 
ran along, getting “promises from 
manufacturers that they would put 
in smoke consumers. Nothing hap- 
pened. You can never accomplish 
anything by such dilatory practices. 
Then we got to work in earnest, and 
a lot of heavy fines were imposed, It 
worked like magic. We stopped 90 
per cent of the industrial smoke. It 
was all right until Judge Dave Mur- 
phy declared the law unconstitu- 
tional. 

Smoke Nuisance Worst. 

“Then the smoke belched forth as 
if from the stacks of racing Missis- 
sippi River packets. It became worse 
than ev@qr.

REDUCE DEATHS IN 
MINE DISASTERS 


Work of Government Life-Sav- 
ing Squads Has Lowered Fa- 
tality Rate 25 Per Cent. 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Deaths of 
coal miners in explosions last year were 
reduced 25 per cent by the rescue sys- 
tem inaugurated by the Federal Gov- 
ernmert. 

For many years this, rescue work was 
left to the different states and was but 
indifferently done. As the death rate 
grew about ten per cent annually, the 
Federal Government decided it was time 
to take charge of this work itself. 

Six rescue stations have been estab- 
lished. One of these is at Trinidad, 
Colo.; another at Rock Springs, Wyo., 
and others in various parts of the coal 
producing country. 

These stations are old Pullman sleep- 
ing cars, in which four men spend all 


their time, night and day, never going 
further than a few minutes’ walk from 
the car. In charge of the party is a 
mining engineer. The others are a prac- 
tical miner, a hospital attendant capable 
of giving first aid to the injured and a 
cook. 

The car is equipped with rescue ap- 
paratus ready for immediate use and 
there are sleeping apartments for the 
men. 

Rescuing the Miners. 

When news comes of a mine disaster 
an engine is atttached to the car and 
it is rushed to the scene of the disaster. 

Upon arrival, the mining engineer in 
charge of the Government rescue squad 
and apparatus takes charge of the mine 
and from the general manager down to 
the mule driver, all obey his orders and 
do it on the jump. He organizes rescue 
parties, equipping each man with an 
oxygen helmet enabling him to with- 
stand any kind of poisonous gases for 
two hours. Then, with his helmeted 
squad behind him, the mining engineer 
enters the mine and begins a search for 
dead and dying miners. 

The rescue parties carry pulmotors, 
with which to revive dying miners with 
oxygen. Fifteen lives are said to have 
been saved last year by use of this de- 
vice. 

In West Virginia last year there was 
a& mine owner who had no faith in the 
pulmotors. He insisted on going into 
the mine with the rescuing party and 
did not wear a helmet. He was found 
unconscious from the effect of noxious 
gases, 
rulmotor was revived and taken out 
alive. He immediately ordered a con- 
signment of the little oxygen pumps and 
had his men instructed in their use. 

While the rescue squads are waiting 
in their cars they devote some time to 
the instruction of miners in the neigh- 
borhood on how to handle the life-say- 
ing apparatus. 

In Pittsburg the rescue squad has es- 
tablished a school of instruction prin- 
cipally in the use of explosives. As the 
result of experiments conducted at this 
place some of the old-time explosives 
have been discarded and others adopted 
in their place.

CATHOLICS IN U.S. 


Addition of Census for Island 
Possessions Would Bring 


Total to 23,000,000. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 16.—There: 
are 14,618,761 Roman Catholics in thew 
United States, according to the 1911 
Wiltzius official Catholic directory, 
which now is in press. The figure given 
does not include the Catholics in the 
Philippines, Porto Rico or Hawaiian Is- 
lands, for if these were added the num- 
ber of Roman Catholics under the stars 
and stripes would be nearly 23,000,000. 

Although the United States religious 
census of 1905 credits the Roman Cathe- 
lic faith with only 12,079,142, the WiltZius 
figure is not exaggerated, as the Census 
Bure@u deducted 15 per cent of its total 
count for children, counting only com- 
municants. 

Accofding to the directory, there are 
in- the United Stdtes 17,084 Catholic 
priests and 13,461 churches. Of this num- 
ber 9017 have resident pastors. Catho- 
lics also control 4972 parochial schools, 
with an attendance of 1,270,131. In ad- 


| dition to this, thcre are 225 colleges for 


boys and 695 academies for girls and 
82 ecclesiastical seminaries. 

According to the Wiltzius publication, 
the states of the Union having the larg- 
est number of Catholics are: New York, 
2,758,171; Pennsylvania, 1,527,239; Hlinois, 
1,446,400; Massachusetts, 1,380,921; Ohio, 
694,271; Wisconsin, 540,956; Missouri, 452,-

Texas, 295,917; Iowa, 242,109; New Mexico, 
127.000; Nebraska, 132,510; Kansas, 110,- 
108; Colorado, 99,485,

Son Is Silent. 

The son said nothing. Siebert saw 
something in his face which prompted 
his next question:

The young man nodded his head. Sie- 
bert went into the house and into the 
darkéned reom where the bedy of his 
wife lay. 4 

At the time of his arrest, Siebert ex- 
plained that he stole money to pay for 
medical attention for her. She had 
been an invalid for a long time. Sie- 
bert was a letter carrier for the Caron- 
delet Postoffice Station. He had eight 
children, the youngest 8 years od. 

Tie opened letters and stele money 
from them.

The bill tntroduced by Representative J. D. 
Poston of St. Francois County, requiring all cor- 
porations doing business in this State to pay their 





employes semi-monthly, if enacted, would fill ay 


long-felt want, and merits the immediate atten- 
tion of the solons of Jefferson City. 

In considering the proposition under considere- 
tion, the most serious objection that will prob- 
ably be interposed to the measure can readily be 
anticipated. The interests will doubtless take the 
position that the passage of the measure would be 
inimical to them in that it would render the em- 
ployment of additional clerks necessary in order 
to get the payrolls made out semi-monthly. 

The “greatest good to the greatest number” 
should be the motto of every legislator In a 
comparative sense, corporations are few while 
employes are legion. The interests of both should 
be guarded as far as is consistent with justice. If 
it can be shown that the expense incident to semi- 
monthly payments would be a burden greater than 
the corporations could bear, then the proposed 
measure would be a manifest injustice and should 
be defeated. 

Employes are not the only people vitally inter- 
ested in the enactment of Mr. Poston’s measure. 
One of the greatest drawbacks the business man 
of limited means has to contend with 1s the system | 
of long accounts ‘rendered necessary by the prac- 
tice‘of monthly payments by our large employers 
of labor. 

If the “laborer is worthy of his hire” he fg en- 
titled. to that “hire” as soon after it is earned as 
is consistent with right. Reason and natural jus- 
tice both plead for the enactment of the proposed 
law.

Street Car Criticisms. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

About our street car service. This morning I 
boarded Park avenue car No, 2621 at Union Station, 
en route to my home, 4059 Shenandoah avenue. 
Arriving at Vandeventer and Park avenués, I dis- 
covered that the car was a “tripper” and was 
turning in. I was refused a transfer by the con- 
ductor. I immediately took the matter up with 
Mr. McCullough, general manager, and was re- 
warded with the information that the law gave 
the company the right to retire a car at any 
point, the company simply having to put a sign 
on the front of car to the effect that that certain 
car would run to & certain’ point only. I was 
further advised that passengers boarding cars so 
placarded were not entitled to a transfer. Now 
it is all right for the company to retire their 
“trippers,” but it is not all right fdr the com- 
pany to dump their passengers out arbitrarily and 
without benefit of transfer. 

In my particular case I had not time to examine 
the front of the car for possible signs (I just did 
catch the car), and as I was not notified by the 
conductor to the contrary, I very blissfully, albeit 
very culpably, thought that it wag going through 
to the end of the line. ‘Here I might mention 
that the sign used to notify the rabble that the 
car ig on short trip is often covered with mud, 
and is in any event: noticeable from but one angle. 
Many unfortunate people, by reason of defective 
eyesight, flliteracy, etc., can’t read, and others, 


such ag children and old people, might readily | 


overlook an unusual sign. 

There are other features of the St. Louis car 
service that I have noticed unfavorably; the foul- 
ness of the cars, the poor ventilation, flat wheels, 
poor schedules, especially at transfer points, where 
the cross car nearly always leaves just as the 
connecting car approaches. There must be an 
improvement, a consistent, logical improvement in 
the car service of this city before new franchises 
are considered.

The St. Teresas, pennant winners in 
the St. Louis University Park Soccer 
League Wednesday; formaily challenged 
the champion St. Leos of the Athletic 
Park League for a series of games in- 
volving the city title.

‘games. He said that he would Hike to 
have the receipts split 60 and 4 per | 
cent, with Kulage’s Park the scene of 
the contests and with Phil Kavanaugh 
as referee. 

Klosterman gave Barker the ha ha 
for naming what he considered silly 
terms. Klosterman then told Barker 
that the St. Leos wayld play the St. 
Teresas at Athletic Park and would be 
willing to split the gate receipts 75 
per cent to the winner and 25 per cent 
to the loser. Klosterman also said that 
under no consideration would the con- 
tests be staged unless Paul McSweeney, 
the Athletic Park League-referee, of- 
ficiated. . 

St. Roses Have a Claim, 
Klosterman also came*forth with a 
good suggestion. He told Barker that 
the St. Teresas might be challenged to 
the right to play the St. Leos for the 
city title by the St. Roses, the amateur 
champions of St. Louis. As a result 
Klosterman suggested that the S8t. 
Teresas and St. Roses have it out in 
an elimination contest or series.-If the 
St. Teresas win, Klosterman says he 
will be willing to play the team on a 
70-80 per cent,basis. .- 

After listerting to Klosterman’s argu- 
ments, Barker failed to take any action. 
On tne other hand, he said he would 
confer with Manager Burke ¢éf the St. 
Teretas and would report to Kloster- 
man later. 

Just why the St. Teresa side should 
undertake to name conditidns for a 
series is a mystery ‘to Klosterman. “I 
didn’t even say we would play a series 
of gamts if we finally get together,” 
said Klosterman to the Post-Dispatch. 
“I will only consent to play one game 
with the St. Teresas. However, if they 
defeat us or make it interesting enough 
for us in that game—and if the gate re- 
ceipts justify it—we will play a series.” 
Klosterman the Demon Manager. 
Klosterman, who has piloted the St. 
Leos to five city’ championships and 
numerous other successful seasons, gives 
, the laugh to the report that he is to 
resign as manager of the champions at 
the close of the present season. Klos- 
terman says he will continue in the 
game indefinately. 

“T wasn't in St. Louis at the time the 
report came out that I was to quit as 
manager of the St. Leos,”’ said Kloster- 
man. “I didn’t hear of it until I re- 
turned several days later. If ‘Bull’ 
Brannigan is to succeed me I know 
nothing of it.’
